FOR  THE  YEAR  1941 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Nineteen  forty-one  was  a difficult  year  for  all,  especially 
in  the  early  months,  when  enemy  air  attacks  were  frequent  and 
prolonged,  resulting  in  a large  influx  of  evacuees  into  this  area, 
with  consequent  overcrowding  both  at  home  and  in  schools. 
This  may  in  part  account  for  the  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  409  cases 
compared  with  168  for  1940. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  during 
the  year  was  1,947.  This  number,  though  far  below  the  ideal 
compares  favourably  with  the  622  children  immunised  during 
1940.  x^t  the  end  of  the  year  it  has  been  estimated  that  20% 
of  the  child  population  had  received  protection  against  diphtheria. 
Propaganda  is  still  being  pursued  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end 
of  1942  that  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  immunised 
children  will  be  realised. 

There  were  15  cases  of  para-typhoid  fever  notified  during  the 
year.  These  cases  occurred  simultaneously  with  an  outbreak 
of  the  disease  in  adjacent  areas.  The  cases  were  widespread  and 
the  infection  was  traced  to  synthetic  cream  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  cream  cakes  made  by  a large  bakery  and  distributed 
for  sale  to  local  retail  shops.  No  deaths  occurred  from  the 
epidemic. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  was  slightly  below  that  of  1940.  There  was,  however,  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  particularly  among  males 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Mention  is  made  in  the  preface  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  about  the  overcrowding  caused  by  evacuation.  Little 
of  it  was  official  evacuation  and  the  overcrowding  in  the  main  was 
caused  by  persons  seeking  safer  conditions  in  which  to  live,  a not 
unnatural  thing  to  do  as  the  desire  for  self-preservation  is  inherent 
in  most  of  us.  In  some  instances  it  was  truly  remarkable  that 
so  many  persons  could  live  and  have  their  being  in  such  a small 
amount  of  space.  Fortunately,  as  the  year  aged  many  of  these 
evacuees  were  able  to  return  to  their  homes  in  comparative  peace 
and  many  of  the  worst  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated.  It 
is  quite  evident  that  some  amount  of  overcrowding  will  have  to 
be  tolerated  until  normal  times.  Much  of  it  is  among  friends  and 
relatives  who  were  neighbours  in  the  town  before  the  fortunate 
ones  were  put  into  new  houses  in  this  urban  area. 

A certain  amount  of  food  has  been  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  but  considering  the  disturbed  year  the 
amount  was  not  unduly  heavy.  It  was  all  voluntary  surrender 
and  the  shop-keepers  have  been  helpful  in  keeping  unsound  food 
off  the  market  by  calling  in  the  department  whenever  they  were 
in  doubt. 

A considerable  number  of  complaints  have  been  received 
about  rat  infestation.  The  conservation  of  kitchen  scraps  may 
have  something  to  do  with  these  complaints.  The  keeping  of 
fowls  near  property  has  certainly  an  attraction  for  the  pest,  and 
the  loose  soil  built  around  Anderson  shelters  has  proved  a happy 
hunting  ground.  Ah  complaints  were  investigated  and  measures 
taken  to  destroy  the  invader.
